Just at this 
time it is particularly pertinent, and we believe 
will be very acceptable to our readers: 


The President of the American Bible Society 
is the President of Girard College! 

When the intent of the founder’of Girard Col- 
lege is recalled, and the terms of his will, and the 
stigma put upon the ministry of the Gospel, it is 
certainly one of the most remarkable events in the 
history of religious opinions, that the man who is 
presiding over that institution should be also 
unanimously and cordially called to the presi- 
dency of the American Bible miei Surely it 
is in vain for men to set thems¢lyes against God. 
His providence. brings. the craftiest counsels to 
naught, and makes even the wiles of Infidelity to 
praise him. Such are the very natural reflections 
awakened by the recent election, of Witt1am H. 
Auten, LL.D., President of Girard College, Phila- 
delphia, to the presidency of the American Bible 


Society, in place of James Lenox, Esq., resigned. 


The excellent and distinguished man who has 
been called to preside over the greatest of our 
national benevolent institutions, is a native of 
the town of Manchester, State of Maine, where he 


was born March 27th, 1808. His father and 


grandfather were Baptists, honest and industrious 
farmers, who deemed it their duty to earn their 
breakfast before they ate it. In his boyhood he 
walked to a public school, two miles daily, for 
two or three months in winter, Afterward he 
went to the Maine Wesleyan Seminary six months, 
and then entered Bowdoin College. Teaching 
school in vacations, he worked his way through, 
and graduated there in 1833, 

le studied law, and would have been a great 

, for his propensity to teaching Latin 
ek. First he was professor in the Oneida 
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also selected portions of Scripture ling 
chanting, expressly for use in the chapel of Girar 


Methodist Conference Seminary, at Cazenovia, 
N. Y.; then principal of the High School at 
Augusta, Me., and next professor in Dickin- 
son College, Carlisle, Pa., and after Dr. Emory’s 
death was acting president for a year. In 1849 
he was unanimously elected President of Girard 
College. It is well known that by the terms of 
Mr. Girard’s will, no clergyman is allowed to en- 
ter the walls of this institution. Dr. Allen is not 
a clergyman, but is a teacher by nature and 
practice. He brought to this high trust large 
experience, broad and liberal views, a clear, and 
commanding intellect, and strong religious con- 
victions. Having continued in this important 
trust twelve years, he resigned, and retired to 
private life upon a farm near Philadelphia, and 
was then called to the presidency of the Agricul- 
tural College of the State of Pennsylvania. But 
Girard College again brought him back in 1867, 
and he is now at its head. 

Girard College is not infidel orirreligious. It 
was not designed to be so. It has now more than 
500 pupils in it, all orphans, fed, clothed, and 
taught at the expense of thé Girard fund. And 
their moral and spiritual culture is diligently 
attended to by a staff of conscientious officers and 
teachers, who train the students in habits of pri- . 
vate prayer and of Bible reading, worshipping with 
them at the chapel service each morning and 
afternoon, and at the Sunday services. 

By authority of the directors, the President of 
the College invites gentlemen apt to teach, and 
of well established character, either members of 
the board or others, to assist at the Sunday 
services. _ Although, under the ruling of the — 
Supreme Court of the United States, religious 
principles may be thoroughly inculcated by lay- — 
men, yet under the express provisions of the will, 


‘sectarianism ig to be avoided. The directors © 
‘therefore asked President Allen to prepare a

College, at the discretion of the conductor of — 
worship for the time being. Moral and relig- — 
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ious instruction is given on all suitable occasions, 
both in schools and section rooms, with daily 
readings in the Bible, and Scripture lessons on 
Sundays. The officers and pupils attend wor- 
ship daily, in the chapel, before the opening of 
the schools and after their close. The exercises 
are singing, reading the Scriptures, a and prayer. 
On Sundays, religious instruction is given by 
lectures or addresses, delivered by laymen, morn- 
ing and afternoon, in addition to the usual daily 
worship. It is believed that the pupils of Girard 
College, during their apprenticeship and in after 
life, will compare very favourably in morals and 
religion, and in habits of obedience, with other 
young men in the same conditions of life. 

And now when the American Bible Society is 
looking over the continent to find a man to pre- 
side in its councils, it enters the walls of Girard 
College and inyites the President to become its 
head. We congratulate the Society upon its 
choice, and Girard College upon haying as its 
head a man whom the Society was pleased to 
call.

Sourms AmEricAa—Urvueuay.—The work in 
Uruguay, as we learn by a recent communication 
from Mr. Milne, meets with gratifying success. 
He reports the circulation of 874 copies in addi- 
tion to those already reported for 1871, and there 
are still some items to be added to the report for the 
year. It is also gratifying to know that the dis- 
semination of the Scriptures is making strong im- 
pression on the popular mind, and producing a 
more liberal policy in the government. This ex- 
tends also to Paraguay as well as Uruguay. 

GrRMANY.—The communications from Rey. CO. 
H. Doering, who succeeds Rey. Dr. Jacoby in 
supervising our affairs at Bremen, show a grati- 
fying progress during the year. The particulars 
will be given in our Annual Report, soon to be 
prepared. 

InprA-—Mapvra.—A communication recently re- 
ceived from Rey. W. Tracy, dated from Terapu- 
vanum, gives evident ground of encouragement in 
prosecuting the work in that region. The distribu- 
tions were good, though not very large, but neither 
was the expenditure great. Many interesting in- 
cidents, showing the good effect of the Bible, are 
related in Mr. Tracy’s letter, which we cannot here 
insert, We may find room for them elsewhere. 
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The new revision of the Tamil Bible has been 
printed, and will no doubt soon come into gen- 
eral use. 

Inp1sa—Ancot Misston.—A letter from Rey. 
W. W. Scudder, D.D., reports the progress of the 
Bible in the Arcot Mission, during the year. He 
speaks also of the printing of the revision of the 
Tamil Bible with great satisfaction. This will 
prove a great blessing for India. 

SwEDEN.—Our readers are aware that the Board 
of Managers have made liberal grants of funds to 
the Baptist Mission in Sweden. A communica- 
tion recently received from Per Palmquist, Esq., 
giving the results of the year’s operations, with the 
fiscal accounts, shows a large work accomplished 
in proportion to the means. It is very gratifying. 
The details will be found in the forthcoming 
Annual Report. 

Norway.—The commencement of Bible work 
in the Methodist Mission in Norway, is but 
recent, and has been quite inexpensive, but gives 
indication of usefulness. The report for the year 
from the Rey. M. Hansen, is encouraging, and in- 
dicates improvement. 

Santo Domryeo.—The Rey. W. H. Norris, who 
was appointed special agent or commissioner to 
Santo Domingo, has returned and made his re- 
port. He has accomplished the work to which he 
was appointed ; and while the facts gathered do not 
warrant the appointment of a permanent agent, it 
is believed that his yisit will lead to the adoption 
of plans that will work to the future advantage of 
that country. His report may be found in another 
place. 

France.—A communication lately received 
from Baron Chabaud de la Tour, president of the 
Bible Society of France, makes handsome mention 
of the grant in funds from the American Bible 
Society. The communication is interesting, and 
shows activity among the French Protestants to 
advance the interests of the truth as it is in Christ. 
There still remains a part of the appropriation un- 
paid, amounting to $3,000, which is ready when- 
ever needed.* The Board of Managers greatly 
desire to alleviate the sorrows of poor bleeding 
France, by holding out the best consolation in 
the truth of Holy Writ. 

TuRKEY.—We haye full and interesting ac- 
counts of Bible work done the last year in Turkey, 
which may be given more in detail in another 
number, and partly in our Annual Report. They 
all came too late for our present issue, 

TURKEY—Marasu.—We have received, through 
Dr. I. G. Bliss, a statement as to a colportage 
tour in this region, sent to him by Rey. H. T. 
Perry, of Marash. It shows the nature of Bible 
distribution, the need of the people, and the good 
results of the work.

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COLPORTAGE IN,TURKEY, 

Extracts from a report of a tour of colportage, 
from July 15th to September 27th, 1871, made by 
two students of the Marash Theological Sehool, 
Narjar Vartan and Yerrahyan Barsoom, through 
the cities and villages of the Taurus Mountains 
lying north and west from Marash, Turkey. 


Zeitoon.—This city is built in a deep ravine 
among high mountains, and is twelve hours’ jour- 
ney from Marash. It contains more than 1,000 
houses, built closely together, haying the appear- 
ance of being built one upon another, the roof 
of one house serving as the yard for the one above 
it. Of these 1,000 houses fifty are Islam and fifteen 
Protestant, the rest are all Armenian. The Prot- 
estants have a preacher, a church, and a school of 
twenty-five scholars; the Armenians six churches, 
fifteen priests, and six schools, having in all 
600 scholars. We remained here ten days, offer- 
ing your Bibles for sale through the markets, 
Our work was chiefly that of preaching. The 
people, though willing to listen to the truth, are 
coyetous, and would not pay money for books. 
The Protestants are supplied with Bibles from 
their own book store. We sold only thirty pias- 
ters’ worth of New Testaments. 

D-renda, the next city visited, is thirty-four 
hours’ journey from Marash, and is situated in a 
deep valley, the waters of which run east and 
empty into the Euphrates. The city contains 
8,000 houses, of which 300 are Armenians, the re- 
mainder Islam. We remained here ten days, vis- 
iting also several neighbouring Armenian villages, 
earrying our books through the markets and 
offering them and preaching to the Armenians. 
At Ashuda, a neighbouring town of 500 houses, of 
which eighty are Armenian, the men, not only 
would not buy books, but did not wish to talk 
with us, and otherwise showed no interest what- 
ever in the truth. In the two places mentioned, 
and the neighbouring villages, we sold only forty- 
seven piasters’ worth of books. 

Yarpooz, the next city visited, is built upon the 
ruins of an old city. It is situated upon a plain, 
and is twenty-four hours’ joumey distant from 
Marash, in a northerly direction, It contains 400 
houses, of which eighty are Armenian and ten 
Protestant. Though formerly the work of evange- 
lization among the Protestants was hopeful, it 
has much declined, so that now even they seem to 
be in a cold and indifferent state. We remained 
here four days and sold sixteen piasters’ worth of 
books. Few only of the men were at home, 
every man haying gone to attend his work out of 
town. | 
We next visited Guksun, a town of 300 houses, 
in a beautiful valley northwest from Marash. 
Most of the people are Islam, only six houses of 
Armenians. We visited all these, reading and 
praying with the families; but in the neighbour- 
ing mountains about Guksun are several Armenian 
villages, four of which we visited, spending a day 
in each, and going from house to house offering 
our books. The people were very ignorant, ab- 
solutely knowing nothing of the word of life. 
Some showed a desire to purchase Bibles, but 
they had little or no money and cared _ too little 
for the truth to make self denial for it. In all 


these Guksun villages we sold fifty piasters’ of 
books, chiefly Bibles, 

Hadjin is a city thirty-five hours’ journey west 
of Marash, built upon a small hill or promontory 
of land surrounded first by small deep valleys 
and then by high mountains, on every side. It 
contains 3,000 houses and an estimated popula- 
tion of 12,000 people, of which, with the exception 
of eighty houses of Moslems and thirty of Protest- 
ants, all are Armenians. The Armenians have 
three churches, twenty priests, and three schools 
haying 800 scholars in all; the Protestants one 
church, one preacher, and a school of eighty 
scholars. Books have been sold in this place for 
many years, and in the markets very many of the 
men know how to read and are willing to have 
the Gospel read to them even in their shops. We 
hired a shop in the lower part of the town, in the 
midst of a populous market, and taking our books 
there offered them for sale to every one who came, 
and spent our time, from morning until night, in 
reading, talking, persuading, sowing the seed of 
the word. This work of street preaching in 
Hadjin, this summer, seemed endless. We did 
not have the time, when our shop was open, even 
to eat, but talked on to the crowd which came 
about us until our voices gave out. On Sundays 
also, we had an opportunity to labour in connec- 
tion with the preacher at the new chapel in the 
upper part of the town. We remained in Hadjin 
forty days, and sold 246 piasters’ worth of books, 
Our book sales were less on account of the fact 
that the regular supply of the book trade is fur- 
nished by a permanent book store. We also 
visited Roomloo, a village near Hadjin, having 
twenty houses of Armenians, and thirty of Mos- 
lems; found the people there very ignorant and 
proud. Remained there four days, and sold a few 
Bibles. Other villages about Hadjin.—Shar Dere, 
ten hours distant from Hadjin, toward the north- 
east, is built from the ruins of an old Greek city, 
and is surrounded by high mountains. There are 
eighty houses, all Armenian. Three men came to 
us, saying that they were Protestants and wished 
a school, promising ten piasters per month each, 
or thirty piasters .per month, in case a teacher 
should be sent to them. The women also seemed 
desirous to learn to read. We remained there four 
days preaching, and sold some books. The next vil- 
lage is Kesenek, six hours distant to the northwest 
of Hadjin. It has sixty houses, of which fifteen 
are Armenian, the remainder Islam. All the peo- 
ple were very ignorant. We visited them during 
two days, but could accomplish nothing worth

We are indebted to the Rey. J. M. W. Farnham 
for the following extracts from a letter to him 
from the Rey. Edward W. Syle, whom some of 
our readers will remember with pleasure, in re- 
gard to colportage in China on the rivers. Mr. 
Syle says: 


SHANGHAT, 17th January, 1872, 
As to the work which has been accomplished 
by this instrumentality, it is eminently a “seed 
sowing.” Boat and junk men are not readers, as 
a general rule; but their head men, pilots and su- 
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percargoes, are apt to have some book education, 
and they take a pride and pleasure in reading 
aloud to the crews. ‘Travellers also, having much 
of that enforced leisure which the slow rate of 
journeying by canal insures, are found well dis- 
posed to read what is brought in their way by 
the colporteur, as he visits them aboard their ves- 
sels, large or small. These visits are sometimes 
made in a rather ceremonious manner, and give 
rise to very animated conversations on the sub- 
jects of religion, morals, and foreign intercourse 
generally. I could have filled a small volume with 
accounts of discussions held by our colporteurs 
with various classes, especially just after the occur- 
rence of the Tientsin massacre—a time when all 
the Romanists (and there are large numbers in 
the region round about Shanghai) were mentally 
unsettled, and were much tempted, in the remoter 
parts, to dissimulate their faith. 

Among the common people, and the Mandarins 
too, there is a strong tendency to identify England 
and the United States with Protestantism, and 
France with Romanism. I do not know that we 
need lament over this tendency. 

Another fact of interest, which was constantly 
brought to the notice of our colporteur, was the 
great multiplicity and variety of small sects among 
the Buddhists—some of them the result, appar- 
ently, of an earnest devoutness of spirit—a cray- 
ing for the discovery of some assured method of 
atonement for sin and attainment of holiness. 
The more we learn of the Chinese, personally 
and privately (if I may so speak), the more do we 
find that the souls among them are many in which 
this craving exists, 

Through all these eighteen months of labour 
and travel along the crowded thoroughfares of 
water traffic, there has not been a single instance 
of maltreatment or interference of magistrates—an 
evidence that the population hereabouts is quiet 
and well disposed. But then I should add, that 
our colporteur himself is a quiet and well disposed 
brother; though, at the same time, well able to 
give an answer to every man concerning the faith 
that is in him. 

As nearly as I can state it, without going into 
the addition of the daily distribution for these 
eighteen months, about 40,000 parts of Scripture, 
chiefly single gospels, have thus been scattered 
abroad among the boatmen and travellers of this 
river and the interlacing watercourses. Let us 
pray and confidently hope that good results, far 
greater than we can ever expect to see, will follow 
from these labours undertaken in the Saviour’s 
love and service. In distributing single gospels, 
I am carrying out what other missionaries besides 
myself have concluded to be the best way of 
making known Christ to the nations, by the print- 
ed page, and during the first years of evangelistic 
labours. Surely a pure Gospel is the “ true milk 
for babes.” Surely this is the simplest form of 
that knowledge which is to make ‘wise unto sal- 
vation.”

The Presbyterian, of March the 2d, thus kindl 
speaks of our work in Mexico: 
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The following deeply interesting account has 
been kindly furnished by Dr. Provost, an intelli- 
gent and cultivated Christian gentleman of Phila- 
delphia, who has resided for several years in 
Zacatecas, and whose influence has greatly con- 
tributed to the encouraging state of things which 
he describes : 

“The mission at Cos and Zacatecas was received 
under the care of the Presbyterian Board two 
months since, and arrangements have already 
been made for its occupancy by an experienced, 
Spanish-speaking missionary. Another young 
missionary is needed at once to join him in the 
work. 

“The religious movement at Cos, State of Zaca- 
tecas, Mexico, originated from the circulation of 
Bibles, mainly by the Agents of the American 
Bible Society, the Rev. Messrs. Hickey and West- 
rup. In the spring of 1868 a few of the poorer 
class of people, interested in reading the Bibles 
they had bought, agreed to meet together for the 
purpose of study. While thus engaged, an Agent 
of the American Bible Society again visited Cos, 
and feeling satisfied that some of the number were 
truly converted, administered baptism in the form 
they desired, viz., by pouring. Fifteen persons 
constituted this first nucleus, which has since de- 
veloped into a congregation of some importance, 
both in numbers and in the standing of some of 
the individuals who now belong to it. Among 
the earliest additions were the first alcalde of the 
town, and the municipal treasurer. Since then 
the principal of the public school, and several 
members of influential families, have united with 
the church. Perhaps the term ‘ church’ is scarcely 
allowable, since the congregation, which now con- 
sists of one hundred and seventy-five adult com- 
municants, and a considerable number of young 
children growing up under their care, has thus 
far no ecclesiastical status whatever, there being 
ho ordained ministry to perform the rite of bap- 
tism, or celebrate the sacrament, both of which 
ordinances are administered by the members of 
the congregation.” 


MEXICO, 
LETTER FROM SAMUEL A. PARDIE. 
MATAMORAS, MEXICO, Feb. 29th, 1872. 

EsTEEMED FRIEND :—The difficulties we have 
had to encounter as strangers in a strange land, 
and beginners in the use of a strange language, 
have thus far prevented our having much to re- 
port. So far as the revolutionary difficulties and 
unfavourable weather have permitted, our book 
room has been kept open; and as far as our limit- 
ed acquaintance has permitted, we have promptly 
supplied those who wished and were unable to 
buy, and have sold at mere nominal prices some 
to the poorer class of Mexicans, who seemed +0 


earnestly wish them, The excited condition ot | 


affairs, and suspension of all interior trade from 
Matamoras, has caused a scarcity of money, and 
all houses complain of their inability to trade. 
This of course will cause a less earnest wish for 


books, and those we sell will, in most cases, be un-- 


der their cost price. From the first opening of 


our book room, we have had to encounter the 


persistent and determined opposition of Roman- 
ism to both our Bible and tract work, and some 


of the latter were burned in the cathedral a few — 
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days ago by one of the priests who had seized 
them from a boy who had purchased them at our 
room, Thus do we see the powers of darkness 
arrayed against the light. 

The following extracts from our diary will show 
the nature of the opposition to our Bible work: 

January 13th—About sundown we sold a Bible 
and two portions. At night a man came, and we 
had a long talk about the Bible. At length he 
purchased a Bible, promising to let me have a 
Testament he had formerly purchased as partial 
payment. Wemade this arrangement because he 
was a poor tailor. 

14%h.—The same man returned, bringing both 
Bible and Testament. He had now discovered 
(though he had had the Testament for years) that 
both were “libros Protestantes,” basing his ob- 
jection on the use of “ primogenito”—first_ born— 
instead of “ unigenito”—only son—in the twenty- 
fifth verse of the first chapter of Matthew, as he 
asserted the words were in the Bible in the cathe- 
dral, though he had never seen it. He refused to 
take either one. We hada long conversation on 
the worship of Mary. This man has twice since 
visited us, and has seemed to assent to our state- 
ment, of the idolatry of the Ave Maria and Salve, 
but still refuses a Bible. The total of sales and 
donations to the present, some seven weeks, have 
been ten Bibles, eighteen Testaments, and fifty-two 
portions. A large invoice of books from the 
American Tract Society are now on the way to us, 
and we have a prospect of then having the entire 
city thoroughly canvassed with their publications 
and Bibles, etc. Ishall improve the earliest op- 
portunity to spread our work to Victoria, and if 
possible, also to Tampico.

REPORT OF W. H. NORRIS, SPECIAL AGENT TO SAN 
DOMINGO. | Pio 

After a pleasant voyage of eight days, on the 
steamer Tybee, we anchored in the small and 
pleasant harbour of Puerto Plata, and quite near to 
the base of a range of mountains, said to be 
several thousand feet high, and covered thickly 
by forests of mahogany and other trees, to their 
summit. Before I had opportunity to land, our 
good friend and faithful labourer in the Bible 
cause, Mr. Manecke, visited me_on board. Be- 
sides circulating the Scriptures in the town, he is 
sending them into those parts of the island tra- 
versed by an itinerant bookseller, and quite as 
populous as any other district. I found -here a 
congregation of Wesleyan Methodists, and a 


flourishing Sunday school, under the superinten- | 


dence of Rey. Mr. Calm, from Texas. The review, 
by the whole school, of a 5p ae the gospel by 
St. John, was exhaustive and very satisfactory, 
while the conduct of the children was all that 
could be desired. Seven miles from Puerto Plata 


a coloured local preacher has commenced a. Sab- | 


bath school among a poor people, to which he 
regularly travels on foot. This school will be 
supplied with the word of God, while its teacher 
may be employed to distribute the word of God 
in a wider field. ; 
Three hundred and fifty-four Spanish miles from. 
Puerto Plata, on the extensive and magnificent bay 
of Samana, is the port and village of the same 
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name. The population of the town, including that 
of the isthmus, is estimated at from 800 to 1,800. 
Many of the people included in this enumeration 
are thinly scattered along this mountainous coast, 
often miles apart, and can be reached only by 
boats or vessels from the bay, and then by climb- 
ing several hundred feet up the sides of the 
mountain, and through masses of trees, brush, 
and rank vegetation, that at a distance seem 
impassable, and is exceedingly tedious, and often 
is really impassable. Not a few of these mount- 
aineers are supposed to be the descendants of slaves 
who sought refuge and freedom in these fastnesses 
many years ago. The exceedingly rich soil amply 
supplied their few wants and simple tastes, and 
that with little labour and great certainty. 

The pastor of the Wesleyan congregation, Rey. 
Mr, James, originally from Philadelphia, received 
me most cordially, and greatly rejoiced in obtain- 
ing a supply of Bibles and Testaments, his stock 
being entirely exhausted, while his large Sunday 
school and his people generally were greatly in 
need of the word of God. Ileft two cases of books 
in his care, with confidence that they will be judi- 
ciously distributed and well used. 

The next port we visited was the ancient, pop- 
ulous, and wealthy city of San Domingo, with an 
estimated population of 8,000, now dilapidated 
and comparatively poor. I had been previously 
informed, on what I supposed was reliable author- 
ity, that my visit to the city would be entirely 
useless; that I could do nothing; “that there was 
nothing to be done there.” The reverse was true. 
The door was open, and had been for a long time. 
The Bible had been in demand, and was so still, 
though there were none to be had. I placed the 
last two cases of books in good, reliable hands. 
The three ports of Puerto Plata, Samana, and 
San Domingo, are the only populous places on the 
north side of the island. The only place of any 
consequence in the interior of the Dominican part 
of San Domingo, is Santiago, a very old city, said 
to contain 8,000 inhabitants, It is situated among 
the mountains, one hundred and ninety-five Span- 
ish miles from San Domingo city, and can be reach- 
ed only by routes no better than bridle paths, and 
travelled by jacks, or the diminutive horses of the 
country. 

The war between the Dominicans and the 
Haytiens prevented me from visiting Hayti from 
St. Demingo. There would probably be no diffi- 
culty in reaching Hayti from New York direct.

FROM BARON CHABAUD DE LA TOUR, 


( TRANSLATED. ) 
PaRIs, Feb, 20th, 1872. 


Dear Sire :—It was with the greatest satisfac- 
tion that our committee, at its last meeting, took 
cognizance of your brotherly letter which an. 
nounced the intention, on the part of your So- 
ciety, of giving us $5,000, for the purpose of. 
printing two New Testaments, one of which is 
specially in view of the soldiers and_ sailors. 
Although our general agent, Mr. Frank Vermeil, 
has been charged to thank you immediately for 
us, yet I must express to you personally, the 
cordial gratitude of the committee for your gen- 
erous gift. Amidst our many trials, it is a very 
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precious consolation to find that brethren in a 
foreion land, and especially in your great coun- 
try, show so lively an interest in the moral and 
religious elevation of our people. 

You ask us also, with a foresight that touches 
us deeply, to explain to you freely our views, our 
projects, and our necessities, 

We will therefore tell you, in regard to the dis- 
tribution of the New Testament among the sol- 
diers, that it seems to us advisable to employ one 
or two well chosen colporteurs, solely for this 
work. We shall send them sometimes to one 
place, sometimes to another, and we hope to ob- 
tain for them the entry of the camps. The cost, 
owing to the expense of change of place, will no 
doubt be as high as 2,000 francs a year for one 
colporteur. If your Society would do any thing 
in this direction, we should consider it a useful 
asaistance. 

Finally, we wish to speak to you of an impor- 
tant work, which will interest you. Since the 
war, M. Armand Delille, a member of our com- 
mittee, and afriend of the President of your So- 
ciety, has given every day in a well. situated 
chapel (Rue Royale) short popular exhortations, 
before large and constantly changing audiences. 
We will not enter into details, as we know that 
M. Armand Delille has written this very day to 
Mr. Lenox. At the close of the exhortations, he 
lends or gives New Testaments to those who ask 
for them, the number of whom has grown steadily 
larger. He calculates that he will require about 
24,000 New Testaments for the year. However, he 
sees that in many cases it will be sufficient to give 
parts of the New Testament. M. Armand De- 
lille applied to our society, which gladly sent him 
a large number of yolumes, and especially several 
hundreds of those which you sent to us. We shall 
be very glad to do a part of his work with the 
New Testaments printed with your gift, and even 
to use in this way some thousands of the copies 
intended for the soldiers. At all events, as it is a 
question of so large a number that our gifts would 
promptly absorb the volumes printed with your 
money, we think that we should consult you in 
regard to this important affair. Perhaps it would 
be well to deyote, if possible, some of the funds 
which you have given us, to the printing of a few 
thousand portions ; this would enable us to com- 
ply, at a small cost, and to the greatest extent, 
with the request of M. Armand Delille. 

Accept, gentlemen, the expression of our pro- 
found regard, and our sentiments of Christian 
fraternity.

The following extract from a letter of the 
Rey. Dr. L. 8. Jacoby will gratify many of our 
readers. For the services which he rendered the 
cause of the American Bible Society in Germany, 
the Board of Managers constituted him an honour- 
ary life director. Dr. Jacoby thus expresses 
himself in reply : 

My Dear Brorner :—I should have long ago 
expressed my gratitude to the honourable Board 
of Managers of the American Bible Society, for 
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their kindness in making me a life director of 
this great Society. I have Joved the Bible cause 
as long as I have known the power of the Gospel 
unto salvation, and shall love it as long as I live, 
for it is as necessary to have the Bible distributed 
as it is necessary to preach it. I regarded there- 
fore the help rendered to me in Bremen, as an 
especial kindness of your worthy Society, and was 
always anxious to use the means as faithfully as 
possible. I am glad, in retiring from the work 
which I superintended twenty-two years, to have 
the evidence that the Board has been satisfied 
with my services. 

During the twenty-two years in which Dr. 
Jacoby, as superintendent of the Methodist 
Missions in Germany and Switzerland, had charge 
of our work, there were distributed not far from 
300,000 volumes, most of which were printed on 
the Mission presses, though a small portion were 
purchased, with our funds, from other societies. 
This honourable record is due to his voluntary 
agency in this work.

AGENTS’ REPORTS. 
Rey. Mr. Richardson, of ALaBaMA, sends to us 
an account of the anhiversary services of the Selma 
Bible Society, held on the fourth Sabbath evening 


| of last month, in which the Methodists, Baptists, 


and Presbyterians united, and thus manifested 
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the interest felt for the Bible work in this locality. 
The collection taken on this occasion amounted 
to more than $400 in cash and subscriptions, and 
it was decided to employ a colporteur for the 
year. 

Mr. Richardson says of them: 

The field they propose to cultivate has the 
largest negro population in the State, except that 
occupied year before last by the Alabama Bible 
Society. If they secure the services of a compe- 
tent man, they will need help in supplying the 
freedmen. This field embraces at least twenty- 
five thousand negroes. I have been extremely 
anxious to put a colporteur in this field for the 
past two years. 


Rey. W. A. Parks, of Guorera, having made 
special inquiry relative to the Bibles furnished 
last year to the engineers and their assistants on 
five railroads, writes: 


Tam much gratified to see that the operatives 
on these roads have such a high appreciation of 
these Bibles. One young fireman told me he had 
never read the Bible until he read the “ Engine 
Bible ;” that he had memorized every word of the 
fifth chapter of St. Matthew, and that he had 
ceased swearing and drinking, Among the engi- 
neers, however, are three Catholics, two of whom 
refused the Bible; the third threw his in the 
engine furnace. One of the principal officers on 
the Macon and Brunswick road requested me to 
supply the locomotives on that road. 


Rey. W. F. Cook, who has been employed as 


temporary assistant of Rey. W. A. Parks, in: 


FLormA and SoUTHERN GEORGIA, gives us this 
view of the field: 


The result of the survey which I have been able 
to make of this field may be summed up as follows: 
ist. With perhaps one or two exceptions, there 
is not an auxiliary in Florida or that portion of 
South Georgia, which I have visited, that can do 
the work expected of auxiliaries, without more or 
less assistance from the Parent Society. The 
county is in a worse condition, financially, than 
any one at a distance could well imagine, The 
people, to a very large extert, are unable to sup- 
port their churches or Sunday schools, or even 
pay their taxes. Among a people thus impover- 
ished, it is utterly impossible for our auxiliaries 
to raise money enough to keep their depositories 
properly supplied with books, to say nothing of 
employing local agents to canvass their respective 
' fields; while to add to thee embarrassment, the 
greater number of them are in debt to the Parent 
Society for books a Re NER years ago, from 
which they have realized but little, and owing to 
the condition of the books in many instances, 
cannot hope to realize much by future sales. 
2d. Notwithstanding this state of facts, yet 
wherever I have been, ‘and at all points from 
which I have heard, there is anxiety amounting 
to eagerness to have the auxiliaries revived and 
maintained. The necessity for the adoption of 
vigorous measures, in order to supply the great 
destitution of the Scriptures which exists in the 
country, especially among the freedmen who 
abound in that region, is profoundly appreciated.

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3d. All things considered, I doubt if there is 
any where throughout the whole of the Parent 
Society’s domestic field, a section more in need 
of help, or one where the generous liberality of 
the Parent Society, in the cancellation of debts 
and the donation of books to auxiliaries, would 
be more gratefully appreciated, or accomplish 
more good, than in the field which you have as- 
signed to me as your assistant. 


The Rey. John. Thompson, of Inprana, gives us 
an account of his attendance at a very interesting 
German Bible meeting, held at Indianapolis, Feb- 
ruary 25: 

Five German churches were represented by as 
many pastors, including three different branches 
of the Lutheran Evangelical Association of North 
America, and the Methodist Episcopal German. 
Each pastor spoke, setting forth in eloquent terms 
the worth of the Bible in its influence upon the 
heart, and upon communities and nations, and in 
the warmest terms commending the great work 
of the American Bible Society, and pledging 
the hearty co-operation of their seyeral churches 
with the American Bible Society, through the 
Indianapolis Female Bible Society. Your Agent 
then followed with a short address, setting forth, 
in as brief a manner as possible, the work of the 
American Bible Society at home and abroad, and 
showing some of the wonderful changes produced 
within the last few years by the circulation of 
the Bible through the American Bible Society and 
kindred societies. A meeting of this character 
was held at Evansville last spring, and a German 
minister told me that “that meeting had caused 
such a union of feeling among the Protestant 
Germans as neyer before existed.” I am confi- 
dent that German Bible meetings, held in our 
large cities and great centres, will result in an 


incalculable amount of good to our Cause. 


Rey. Mr. Gilbert spent the greater part of the 
month in Marne. The following are among the 
items in his report: 


At Skowhegan, which has just become the 
county seat of Somerset County, there is much 
interest in our work. Mr. Berry will soon finish 
the county, and the results of his labour disclose 
a great lack of the means of grace in that part of 
the State. < 

The Saco Bible Society, after lying dormant for 
more than a dozen years, was reorganized, and 
proposes to canvass the city. The union meeting 
on Sabbath evening was large and enthusiastic. 

I ascertained that the jails of Maine are gener- 
ally unsupplied with the Scriptures. There has 
been no legal provision for furnishing them. In 
the State prison at Thomaston, the convicts are 
well supplied with the Scriptures by the judicious 
warden, and he says he finds great good resulting 
from the use of them. The convicts are much in- 
clined to read them. 


Rey. Mr. McCandlish, Nepraska and Cotor- 
ADO, in his report for February, after mentioning 
his attendance at the anniversaries of Cuming 
County Bible Society and Fontenelle Branch 
Bible Society, says of the Otoe County Bible 
Society : <.y. 
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This is one of our strongest auxiliaries. With 
Nebraska city for its centre of operations, and a 
vigorous corps of officers, it effects large sales, and 
donates in all known cases of need. Last Sabbath 
night the anniversary of this society was held in 
the court house, Seven churches were represent- 
ed, and the room was crowded beyond sitting 
capacity, yet the crowd remained over two hours, 
with every evidence of deep interest. Five short 
addresses, all to the point, the reports of the re- 
tiring and the election of new officers, filled the 
time pleas: antly and profitably. 

Collections are taken up in these churches sep- 
arately for the Bible cause. 


We copy from the February report of Rey. P. 
E. Brown, D.D., WESTERN NEw YorRK: 


In every place thus far visited, I have met with 
a most.cordial reception, and the friends generally 
seem to be alive to the great interests committed 
to the Church, of furnishing the word of life to 
the famishing millions of our race, till “the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea,” 

In the city of Syracuse, the different evangelical 
churches have united to employ Bible readers, not 
only to canvass the city and supply the destitute, 
but to read the precious word to the poor and 
ignorant, and to pray with and for them; and 
that without expense to the Society. 


Rey. Mr. Strobel writes from North Carolina as 
follows: 


I have met with a great deal of kindness from 
men of all parties and Christians of all denomina- 
tions. The Bible: cause, so far as I have had 
opportunity to judge, has not lost its hold upon 
the affections of the people in this State; and 
although most of the societies are in rather a lan- 
guishing condition, there seems to be a desire to 
throw off this apathy, and take a new start in the 
work of circulating the Bible. My work for this 
State is now pretty well organized, and I shall 
address myself to the duties of my agency with 
the energy and industry which I know are neces- 
sary to success. Next week I start on a tour 
through the eastern counties, filling appointments 
with auxiliaries, which will occupy me constantly 
until 1st of May. 


Rey. William Herr writes to us from SouTHERN 
Oxto, under date of March 12: 

Notwithstanding the intensely cold weather 
during the past month, the pulse of the friends of 
the Cause beats warmly. If I mistake not the 
“signs of the times,” Ohio will regain, at the end 
of the present fiscal year, her old and well merited 
position—the second State in the Union in contri- 
butions to the Cause. Thank God! May she 
continue to increase in fidelity and liberality.

REPORTS FROM AUXILIARIES, 

The thirty-sixth anniversary of the Young Men’s 
Bible Society of Cincinnati, Onto, was celebrated 
in the second Presbyterian Church, in presence of 
a large congregation. 

Addresses were delivered by Rey. Dr. Hatfield 
and Rey. Dr. Skinner. Mr, D. Steele, correspond- 


ing secretary of the society, read his report, from 
which the following facts are taken : 

This society, which was organized thirty-five 
years ago, in the second Presbyterian Church, 
elected the Hon. Salmon P, Chase for its first pres- 
ident, who occupied the position ten years. 

The total circulation has been about half a mil- 
lion copies of the Bible in Hamilton County alone. 
The distribution for the past year, by sale and 
donation, was 14,563 volumes, which includes the 
number supplied to Sunday schools, public insti- 
tutions, hotels, steamboats, etc. The total value 
of the distribution for hie year is $3,542, of which 
$564 was donated in 2,263 volumes "to the above 
objects. 

Incorporation of the society was urged in the 
report; also the establishment of a Bible house, 
where Christians of all denominations could meet. 
The idea was advanced in 1867, and some effort 
was then made in this direction. The present 
building fund amounts to $5,000. 


The anniversary services of the Piqua Female 
Bible Society, Ouro, were held on March 3, 1872. 
The officers of the society express their gratitude 
for the continued interest shown by its members 
in their Christian work, and for encouraging eyi- 
dences of growth and prosperity. 

Two of the branches of the society haye found 
it desirable, for local reasons, to become auxilia- 
ries of the Parent Society, and have been recog- 
nized as such, under the names of the Covington 
Female, and the Brown Township Female Bible 
Societies. As a parting token of amicable feeling, 
the Piqua Society appropriated fifty dollars to 
each of the above auxiliaries, and cheerfully bade 
them God-speed in their new relation. 


The February number of the Record contained 
an account of the anniversary of the Knoxville, 
TENNESSEE, Bible Society. Some additional in- 
formation has come to us, showing the extreme 
destitution and ignorance of the population in 
some of the counties of the State, and their un- 
conscious irreverence, Mr. Graves, the colporteur, 
represents that the portion of Hancock County 
which is yet uncanyassed by him, as densely in- 
habited, but even more destitute of the Scriptures, 
and more difficult of access to the colporteur than 
the part already visited. The people dwelling in 
it number from 350 to. 400 families, are of mixed 
origin, combining the Anglo-Saxon, the Indian, 
and the African races; are very poor and ignorant, 
and haye had the reputation of great wickedness, 
Recently, some of them, yielding to the influences 
of the Gospel, have been converted and added 
to the church; and by their reformed lives and 
spirit of enterprize, show the vitality of their 
faith, 

Tn some instances he says the offer of a Bible 
without price was declined, under fear that a 
trick was concealed behind. the gift. An aged 
widow supposed. that the work of Bible distribu- 
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tion was carried on by the civil government, and 
apprehended that heavy taxation of the people 
would result from it. In declared obedience to 
a custom of her husband, she refused permission 
to the colporteur to pray under her roof. In 
many families, prayer to God seems to have been 
witnessed for the first time, and with evident 
astonishment. The usual tokens of respect were 
wanting on such occasions—the older women 
being seated for the time, and smoking the pipe, 
a younger woman heing engaged in needlework, 
the men and boys sitting or standing, with their 
heads covered, and the smaller children continuing 
their sports and noise in the house, 

At the thirty-first anniversary celebration of the 
Milwaukie County Bible Society, Wisconsrn, Ply- 
mouth Church was crowded. The programme 
was an excellent one, and in full harmony with 
the grand aim of the society, 

Addresses in response to resolutions commend- 
ing the Bible to the hearts of the people, were de- 
livered by Rey. Dr. Paine, Rey. W.P. Stowe, Rey. 
J. T. Sunderland, and Rey. G. T. Ladd.

C. H. Doering, Bremen, sending accounts of Bible 
work in Germany during the year past; and from 
Per Palmquist, Esq., Stockholm, Rev. W. Tracy, 
Madura, and Rey. N. J. Plumb, Foochow, report- 
ing Bible work during the past year in Sweden, 
India, and China. 

Grants of books were made to the Presbyterian 
Board of Missions; to the Seamen’s Friend Soci- 
ety; to the American Sunday School Union; to 
the Holston Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church ; to the Missionary Society of the same 
Church, for Jacksonville, Fla.; to the German 
Evangelical Association, Cleveland, Ohio; and 
many others, of yarious amounts, to feeble auxil- 
iaries, chiefly at the South. The number of yol- 
umes granted was 16,448, in various languages, 
and five volumes in raised letters for the blind. 


Besides these, books to the value of $2,822 were

THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

It has already been announced that the Board 
ef Managers, at its meeting in March, unani- 
mously elected Wu. H. AttEN, LL.D., (president of 
Girard College,) to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the resignation of James Lenox, Esq. Not to 
speak of the eminent qualifications of Dr. Allen 
for the position to which he is called, it is grati- 
fying to note that the selection of a President 
has been made from the field of our largest 
auxiliary, which has never before been thus 
represented in this Society. Nor should the 
fact of his connection with Girard College be over- 
looked. Many have supposed that the founder 
of that institution intended to exclude the Bible 
and Christianity from its walls. But there is no 
proof of this. At any rate, he required that the 
best system of virtue and morality should be 


taught there, and the trustees decided that this. 


system is in the Bible. The Bible, therefore, was 
adopted as the text book, and the only text book 
of morality in the institution. Thus a Christian 
character has been given to it, without in any 
way departing from the letter of Mr. Girard’s will. 
There is something beautiful and significant in 
the fact, that the president of Girard College is 
also President of the American Bible Society. 
We may here remark, that Dr. Allen having 
signified his acceptance of the office, and also inti- 
mated his purpose to attend the meeting of the 
Board in April, the Vice Presidents residing in 
New York tendered to him a social reception, to 
be held prior to the meeting of the Board at the 
Bible House. It was in the Managers’ Room, 
on Tuesday evening, the 2d inst. The design 


was to give him a pleasant introduction to the 


Managers, Officers, and friends of the Society, that 
he might feel more at home on the assumption of 
his duties. It was entirely social and informal, 
and every thing passed off pleasantly and pitt 

ably. This compliment was the more graceful, 
coming as it did from those gentlemen on whom 
had devolved for several months the duty of pre- 
siding at the monthly meetings, and as it was an 
expression on their part of cordial welcome to 
their new associate. At the monthly meeting, on 
Thursday, Dr. Allen presided for the first time, 
with great dignity and appropriateness, giving 
evidence that the selection made was most judi- 
cious and satisfactory.
